When the railway was first opened 


through this region a young man ea- 
tattished a fruit store at one of the 
stations, and as part of his stock laid 
in a bunch of bananas. One day a na- 
tive mountaineer entered. Arrange- 
ments generally struck him with sur- 
prise, but every thing else was soon 
forgotten in an adhesive contemplation 
of the mighty aggregation of fruit 
Finally he turned away with this note: 
"Blame me if them ain't the darnedast 
beans /eyer seen!" 


While here we had occasion to ex- 


tend our acquaintance with native 
types. Two young men came to the 
hotel, bringing a bap of small, hard 
peaches 
to sell. 
Slim, 
slab-sided, 


stomachless and serene, mild and mel- 
ancholy, they might have been lotus- 
eaters, only the suggestion of poetry 
was wanting, and they had probably 
never tasted any satisfying plant what- 
soever. 
Their unutterable content 


came not from opiates, but from their 
souls. If they could sell their peaches 
they would be happy. 
What they 


could not sell they could as well eat, 
and since no bargain was made on this 
occasion they took chairs on the hotel 
veranda, opened the bag and fell to. 
One of us tried to catch tbe mental at- 
titude of the Benjamin of his tribo, 
while the other studied bin bodily pose. 


"Is that a good 'coon dog?" 
"I mighty good 'coon dog. I hain't 


never seed him whipped by a varmint 
yet" 


"Are there many 'coons in this coun- 


try!1" 


"Several 'ooons " 
•^f« this a good year for 'coons'" 
"A mighty good year for 'coons. 


The woods is lull o' varmints." 


"Do 'coons eat corn1"' 
" 'Coons is bad as, hogs on corn, 


when they git tnk to it." 


"Are there many wild turkeys mthis

Here, among other discoveries, was 


a linguistic one — the use of "several" 
in the sense of a great many, probably 
an innumerable multitude, as in the 
case of the 'coons. 


It appears that in part they are 


sprung from tlie early hunters who 
came mto the mountains when game 
was abundant, sport unfailing, living 
cheap. 
Among them now are still- 


hunters, who know the haunts of bear 
and deer, needing no dogs. They even 
now prefer wild meat — even " 'pos- 
sum" and " 'coon" and ground-hog— 
to any other. In Bell County I spent 
the day in the house of an aged wom- 
an — eighty years old, in fact — who 
was a lingering representative of a 
nearly extinct type. She had never 
been out of the neighborhood of her 
birth, knew the mountains like a gar- 
den, 
had whipped men in single- 


handed encounter, brought down many 
a deer and wild turkey with her own 
rifle, and now, infirm, had but to sit in 
her cabin-door and semi her trained 
rtogs into the depths of the forests to 
discover the wished-for game: a fiercer 
woman I never looked 
on. — James

PRUSSIAN FORESTS. 


Tb* HOBdaom* Revenue Derived From 


Them by the Government. 


Americans, 
accustomed to dealing 


with large figures, wall be struck with 
the small extent of the Prussian State 
forests, upon which so much eare and 
attention is bestowed and about which 
so much te written and printed. These 
cover but 6,597,000 acres. These Prus- 
sian forests, however, although less 
S rentable than those of France, pro- 


uce annually an average of 5,374,000 


loads of fifty cubic feet of timber and 
small wood, and net to the Government 
annually nearly $5,000,000, or about 
$1.85 
per 
acre 
every year. The 


subordinate staff of the Prussian State 
forests chiefly employed in their protec- 
tion, that is, foresters and forest guards 
numbers 3,783 persons, in addition to 
which there 'e an administrative staff 
of 807 persons, with headquarters at 
Berlin, 122 forest inspectors and 677 ex- 
ecutive officers in charge of forest dis- 
tricts or ranges. This staff besides the 
management of the State forests, has 
the general control of over 3,000,000 
acres of other forests, the property of 
various towns and villages, schools, 
hospitals and different public associa- 
tions 
There are in Prussia, besides 


these public forests, nearly 11,000,000 
acres of private forests, the manage- 
ment of which is more Derestricted. 
There are eight forest schools in Ger- 
many and much, attention is given by 
the youth of that country in fitting for 
the management of forests and for for- 
est administration generally.—Boston 
Budget.

STATESMEN PHOTOGRAPHERS. 


A Fortune In Mr*. Cleveland's Plioto- 


traplu—Judge* K«U«T'» Picture at Uu- 
coln—Sam Cm'* Mummy—Chinese Di- 
plomat!, Washington Babied. Etc.

WASHINOTON, July 13.—The Washington 


photographer who is making the photographs 
of Mrs Cleveland has a small fortune in it. 
He ! efuses to tell how ho got his negative, but 
Mrs. Cleveland's pictures are selling here 
fatter than those of any other public penson 
for years, and his sales run high into tlio tens 
of thousands. Tho pictures are bust pictures 
talteu of Miss Folsom about a year ago They 
represent her as having a fuller face than she 
has now, and her shout-lei's are clad in a plain 
lawn clies.3, with a slight "V"at the neekfasb- 
enod by a simple gold pin. The photographer 
gets twenty-live cents apiece for them of the 
dealers, and they aio retailed for thirty-live 
cents. They do not cost him probably more 
than tivo cents apiece, and a dealer tells me 
that $10,000 would be a low estimate of the 
money ho will make out of them. 


MBS. LOGAN. 


This photogi apliing of public man and 


women for tlio sale of their photographs to 
outftidcis has gtowu into a big business, and 
tho first and bust photograph of a pi eminent 
man or woman is worth a great deal to the 
photographer who can get it. At Mt. Mc- 
Gregor thu boy who took the Grant family 
.sitting on tho pore li ju»t before tlio general's 
death suld 50,000 of his photographs before 
the funeral procession left the mountain. 
There are two establishments in Washington 
who make the bulk of their business the 
photographing of prominent men, for sale, 
and in their stores you can buj pictures ot all 
am;s and of different poses of nearly every 
statesman at Washington. They are very 
anxious to have neiv men of prominence 
come into their studios, and they send car- 
riages for them and give them pictures free 
for 
permitting themselves to be taken. 


Photographs ot noted ladies are as a rule hard 
to get, and tho only two that can bo bought 
hero are tho* of Mm Logan and the wife of 
Speaker Carlisle 
Mrs Logan's pictures sell 


very well, and her husband's has per- 
haps as large a sale as those of any prominent 
man. Ex-President Arthur's pictures were 
worth a gi eat deal to the photographers horo, 
and tho «ule of Garflold's pictures at tho time 
of his death was phenomenal.

THE NEW MUMMY AT THE NATIONAL MUSEUM. 


I took a good look to-day at the Egyptian 


mummy, which our minister to Turkey, the 
Hon. Sam Cos, has sent to the National 
Museum. It lies flat on its back in its shell in 
a big gloss case, just to the left of. the rotunda 
of the museum. In the case next to it stand 
-a Japanese uobleman and his wifo, made of 
wax and dressed in silk, and in the cases oppo- 
bite to it a half dozen savagc=> from the 
jungles of Africa, with spears in their hands, 
and the wild dress of their countries upon 
tlieir bodies, look at you 
On another side 


aie the images ot a group of life-sizo Esqui- 
maux in fur clothing, and on the wall to the 
right is a collection of perhaps fifty castes of 
the coppei -colored faces, of American Indians. 
The mummy proper has a mummy box about 
two inches, thick, which Ills around italmost 
lilte a glove. In the sketch winch I give you 
you can see the mummy m this casket, while 
tho cover of tho casket lies a^ttlo to tho left. 
This casket is of some light wood. It us 
painted dark green, and It is as carefully 
made 
as 
thougb 
chiseled 
out 
by 
a 


sculptor. 
The mummy is five feet sis 


inches long, and it is exceedingly well pie- 
soived. The arms were pressed close to tho 
side and you sue nothing ot their outlines 
thjough the wrappings, which are wound 
tightly around the body from head to foot. 
This mummy, while not of royal birth, must 
have been a great digmtary. Tbe body is 
covered with hieroglyphics and paintings m 
gold. Tho face is covered with gold leaf, and 
a mask of green cement is pasted over it. 
Shield-shaped ornaments in gold he across 
the breast, and on one of these is tho sacred 
beetle which the Egyptem; used to worship. 
A sheet of cemented huen lies along the legs, 
and gold seems to have been plenty m tho 
family of the dead man 
This mummy is iri 


as good a condition as any of those you will 
find in tho Boulak museum at Cairo. Mr 
Cox got it from the American consul at 
Luxor on the site of old Thebes, which lies, 
you know, on the Nile above Cairo and below 
the first cataract. It was sent here in the care 
of Mr. William V. Cox, tbe chief clerk of tho 
museuu} and a cousin of Minister Cox. I un- 
dei stand tuat the collection of Egyptian 
articles in the National Museum is rapidly in- 
creasing and that it is Ins intention before 
long to establish an Egyptian department in 
the museum.
